We will be watching for your abun¬ 
dant entrance into the presence of your Lord. Perhaps He will 
permit us to hold your prepared crown for a little time until vou 
arrive and as you approach His throne and fall before Him in ado¬ 
ration, He will take it and place it upon your brow. We, too. will 
rejoice that you did not run in vain but remained steadfast, un¬ 
moveable, always abounding in the work of the Lord.

Howard M. Zimmerman served the Lord both as a 
trustee of the College and member of the Evening Schoo 
faculty . In the period of ten years in which he was used 
so extensively in the life of the College, it can be said that 
he was greatly beloved by students, faculty and trustees.
